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NEW LEADER 


THE BRITISH NATIONAL PARTY proved 
itself the most democratic political party in 
Britain at the end of last month when members 
elected their party Chairman by means of one 
man one vote. The nomination process in the run 
up to the vote was also achieved without the kind 
of block voting, smoke filled back rooms and 
manouvering party grandees typical of the 
establishment globalist parties.

Boris Johnson

Steven Jones, who claims to be a 
geneticist claims that the British are 
‘Blacker than you think’. He says 
that 1 in 5 of the British population 
has at least ‘some black blood’. 

It is important to note, however, 
that whatever his genetic credentials 
are, his findings are based not on 
genetic grounds but upon dubious 
historical data. For instance, his data 
takes no account of the fact that the 
first indentured labourers to the 
West Indies were white and in most 
cases had been abducted by slavers. 
Therefore those slaves returning to 
Britain from the West Indies were 
not black. Secondly, his figures have 


no way of telling how many blacks 
who did come to Britain before the 
last century left again. Thirdly, his 
figures take no account of the 
drastically low survival rate of 
working class babies, particularly 
those, who through their skin colour 
would have been unable to absorb 
sufficient vitamin D and would 
therefore have died. Even in today’s 
prosperous Britain, non-whites have 
problems with rickets. Furthermore, 
the Army reckons that black troop 
survival rates during a general war 
would be so low that black troops 
have been ear-marked special 
supplies of vitamin D to stop them 


dying. 

As a last word on genetics in 
Britain, in a serious study by 
Oxford University geneticists last 
year investigating mitrochondial 
DNA in modern Britons and in iron 
age man, it was found that 99 per 
cent of Britons have been here for 
the last 10,000-40,000 years. The 
other | per cent was not specified, 
but is likely the result of further 
immigration into Britain from 
northern Europe since the Angles, 
Saxons, Jutes, Danes, Normans, 
Huguenots and other closely related 
Europeans have all arrived within 
the last 1,500 years or so.

Many years ago, there were race riots 
in Liverpool centred around the 
largely black area of Toxteth.
